Berlin 6 Nov (UP). The leader of the West Berlin "Kampfgruppe gegen Uraaen- 
sohlichkeit," Ernst Tillich, has been expelled from the Social Democratic Party on 
Wednesday because he has not lived up to his "statutory duties for some time. " (This 
was already reported in yesterday’s edition.) 

The SB? SPD district leadership wants to part with Tillich because ran several 
political parties, as well as the Federal authorities, have objected to some of Ills 
activities. The "Kampfgruppe" under Tillich has repeatedly sent young people with 
ant i-c canmunis tic propaganda material Into the Soviet Zone without being able to pro- 
tect them from the persecutions of the "state security service" and of Eastern justice. 
Several of these young boys and girls had to pay in prison for their propaganda fight 
against Cosammism.

parly leaderships and the West Berlin agencies, /Reorganization attempts, mqtnafaKt 
ftfcfpriTtKMrjf according to informed circles, are being made to place at the head of the 
"Kampfgruppe" a man who will take the organization back to its real objects t to enlighten 
the world oh conditions in the Soviet Zone, and to prevent young people from" rash 
actions, B At the same time the Federal authorities wish to assume the right to super- 
vise an organization which is registered as a "recorded association" and which is 
therefore beyond parliamentary control.

On account of differences of opinion about the task of the " Kampfgruppe" we have 
Jl earned that its founder, to, Rainer Hildehr andt, retired from the organization on Mon- 
'f l| day. The Second Chairman, Martini, resigned his duties simultaneously. 



Ernst Tillich declared on Wednesday evening that the SPD has not yet notified 
him of his expulsion. He Is not aware of having acted contrary to toanDtttanni the 
statutory decrees . He stresses, on the contrary, that he had warned Incessantly 
during the last two years against rash acts of resistance and distribution of pam- 
phlets by young people in the Soviet Zone of Occupation. Tillich acknowledged that 
negotiations between the n KaEipfgruppe" and leading political bureaus are In progress 
which should lead to definite agreements. 
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
